urged his audience to formulate 
their own conception of “Jews 
ish values” and then fight for 
their enactment. 

Speaking at the Conference of 
Jewish Values and Jewish Com- 
munity Center Programming, 
Shapiro said what was wrong 
with American Jewish life is that 
Jews are not applying the meth- 
ods of “Talmudic inquiry to cone 
temporary Jewish problems. 

American Jewish life needs the 
same kind of disputation and 
questioning that characterized 
the Talmudic era, Shapiro said. 

SHAPIRO called on the Jewish 
Centers leaders to apply the 
“Talmudic reasoning process” in 
their daily tasks of running the 
community centers. 

He gave a concrete example 
on how “Talmudic thinking” 
could be applied to a contempory 
religious problem. He cited the 
example of whether or not one 
is permitted to use an automobile 
on the Sabbath. A Talmudist 
would make the distinction be- 
tween enjoying and working on 
the Sabbath. According to Shapi- 
ro the Talmudist would have pers 
mitted the riding of the car if he 
felt it would have enhanced the 
pleasure of the Sabath and fore 
bid it if he felt it to be work.

DENVER (P-O) — There has 
been an increase in drinking 
among Jews in the last decade, 
Dr. Alfred M. Neumann, execu- 
tive director of the Jewish Fam- 
ily and Children’s Service said 
here. 

He said, however, the Jew who 
is an excessive drinker is still 
a rarity, but there has been an 
increase in cases of Jews who 
try to meet their problems with 
alcahol. 

JEWS ARE a people with a 
tradition of moderate drinking 
and a group highly subject to 





psychic tensions, but at the same 
time without drinking pathology. 
Dr. Neumann told the _ Inter- 
mountain Jewish News. 

In a study by Professor Charles 
Snyder, a comparison was made 
between the Irish and the Jew- 
ish social patterns relating to 
alcoholism. He used, in his study. 
two samples: 10 adult Jewish 
males living in New Haven, 
Conn.; 2) Jewish students at- 
tending a number of American 
colleges. 

His data indicates that the 
most sober students as well as 





the most sober adults are to be 
found within the ranks of the 
Orthodox Jews. This would sug- 
gest that Jewish sobriety depends 
cn identification with Orthodoxy. 

HE FURTHER reveals that 
with the loss of Orthodoxy, Jew- 
ish drinking habits are being 
modified. He concludes that as 
Jews are integrated into the 
American society: they tend to 
take over the drinking habits of 
their fellow Americans.

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‘Status Seekers’ Chapter Makes 
Jew Look Clannish: Fineberg 


By ALFRED K. ALLAN 

NEW YORK (P-O) — Vance 
Packard’s chapter on Jews in his 
pest-seller “The Status Seekers” 
has unwittingly strengthened the 
impression that all Jews are clan- 
nish,” Sol Fineberg, the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee’s com- 
munity relations consultant said. 

FINEBERG called the chapter 
“highly disconcerting.” He told 
the POST and OPINION “that to 
imagine when other Jews _ be- 
come less clannish it will be easi- 
er for Jews to get into exclusive 
social clubs is muddled thinking 
that plagues group relations.” 

Leo Pfeffer, of the American 
Jewish Congress Commission or 
law and social action told this 
reporter he considers, “social dis- 
crimination as one of the least 
im:portant problems affecting 
American Jews. Such discrimina- 
tion may well be a blessing. It 
is possible that some anti-Semi- 
tism is necessary in order to in- 
sure Jewish survival. If social 
anti-Semitism can serve this pur- 
pose, the price is cheap.” 

“We shouldn’t be concerned 


about the inability of a few ul- 
tra-wealthy Jews to get admitted 
to the top social clubs of the 
community.” 

“We Jews shouldn’t be status- 
seekers but rather status-quo 
seekers,” Pfeffer said. 

LAWRENCE BLOOMGARDEN, 
cf the American Jewish Com- 
mittee said Packard’s chapter 
can “only have a good effect for 
Jews as it will make a large pro- 
portion of the American people 
more fully aware of the absurdi- 
ties of social barriers based on 
religion.” 

In his book Packard depicts 
the growth of business corpora- 
tions, which became a menace 
to Jews. Some huge corporations 
refuse to hire Jews entirely, oth- 
ers use Jews only for research 
jobs and in other “intellectual” 
capacities. Since so much of cor- 
porate business is conducted at 
exclusively non-Jewish clubs, 
Jews are seriously handicapped 
in trying to play the “game” of 
modern business, Packard says.

Like all governments, it 
was not free of faults. But it 
functioned. And that in itself 
was a historic miracle. Non-Zion-

not feel at 
home in the 
particular sys- 
tem by which 
the Agency 
functioned 
Not only Felix 
Warburg the non--Zionist, but 
also Louis Brandeis, the Zion- 
ist, did not feel at home in that 
system and vainly sought a 
change.

However, with all its faults, 


JEWISH AGENCY NEEDS SCRAPPING OR REFORMING 


the system had one great virtue 
— it worked. 

Today, the Jewish Agency is 
a dead letter, It has inherited all 
the faults of the old Agency, but 
not its vitality and workability. 
On the other hand, the Israel 
Government, which also grew out 
of the old Agency, has so much 
more vitality than its parents, 
that it is gradually moving 
towards changing the old system. 

But today we have a Jewish 
State, Yet the Zionist Organiza- 
tion still maintains its state-like 
character and the Jewish Agency 
strikes the ludicrous stance that 
it is a sovereign entity. 


THE ZIONIST movement be- 
gan as a movement of Diasporia 
Jews concerned with Palestine. 
It gradually developed into a 
movement dominate] by Palestine 
Jews with the participation of 
Diaspora Zionists. After the head- 
quarters was moved to Jerusalem

Israelis really ran the show. As 
time passed, the Diaspora Zion- 
ists played less and less of a 
part. By the 1940's, they were 
little more than extras in a play. 
Appearances were observed and 
on important decisions the vote 
was taken by all. But when it 
came to a showdown, the Jeru- 
salem leaders insisted on exert- 
ing controll. 

But between showdowns, the 
Zionists of the Diaspora were 
given a chance and even encour- 
aged to kid themselves that they 
are full partners. Some of them 
still kid themselves that they 
had an important say in the 
making of the decisions preced- 
ing 1948 and some think that 
even today it is the Zionists who 
contro] the policy on immigra- 
tion and colonization and the 
budget of those activities. 


WHEN SILVER, in the 1940’s, 
became the head of the Ameri- 
ean Zionist Emergency Council 
(which was founded only after 
Jerusalem gave the green light), 
he seemed too strong and too 
independent. So first came Dov 
Joseph from Jerusalem = and 
forced his resignation. Next 
came Ben-Gurion looked over the 
situation and effected Silver’s re- 
turn. But in order to keep a 
check on Silver and his organi- 
zation, they decided to open in 
New York a branch of the Jew- 
ish Aegncy. where _ representa- 
tives from Jerusalem, together 
with American Zionists would 
shape policy vis-a-vis the State 
Department and the United Na- 
tions. The New York branch 
cf the Jewish Agency was thus 
a subtitute for an embassy. 
Then came the State of Israel. 
The real leaders of the Agency in 
Jerusalem became members of 
the government. 


The Jerusalem branch of the 
Jewish Agency was assigned to 





do the work of immigration, ab- 
sorption and colonization, offi- 
cially in the name of world Jew- 
ry, in fact under the supervision 
of the Israel government. The 
New York branch of the Jewish 
Agency became superfluous, and 
is now even more superfluous 
than ever. It is expecially dif- 
ficult to explain why there should 
be both an Agency office and a 
Zionist Council. The fact is that 
the two bodies have been getting 
in each other’s hair ever since 
and have paralyzed each other’s 
work assuming there was 
enough life to paralyze. 


Israel and the Zionist move- 
ment both are dedicated to the 
welfare state idea from which 
the chief beneficiaries are the 
leaders. No leader must be al- 
lowed to go unemployed. If there 
is nothing for him to do, he will 
be given enough of a budget to 
create an organization, an ap- 
paratus, to keep himself busy 
doing something. 

Under the remarkable Agency 
svstem, Rose Halperin became a 
captain of Israel’s industry and 
the ineffable Gottlieb Hammer 
rose to the status of a shipping 
magnate in Israel. 


THE MONEY comes from the 
UJA and is intended for immi- 
gration, colonization and absorp- 
tion. Most of the money is duly 
transfered to Israel for those 
purposes and is well used. In 
fact, the work is magnificent 
But some of the money is se- 
questered for administration. For 
cultural work—only about a mil- 
lion and a half’s worth, not 
enough to affect the good work 
in Israel, but enough to allow 
the self-deluded leaders to play 
as sovereignty, to hand out jobs. 
subsidies, trips, etc. Not enough 
to affect the work of colnization 
but enough to demoralize the 
Zionist movement and sometimes 
the community.

Even at that, many 
people, including this writer, are 
eonvinced, that were the work 
done directly by the Israel gov- 
ernment, it would be done more 
more efficiently. But the work 
done by the Department of Edu- 
cation and the work done by the 
Jewish Agency in New York ig 
under no public supervision. It 
is a closed corporation of self- 
celueded leaders who think they 
represent a sovereign entity of 
world Jewry, a group of self- 
electer custodians of Jewish des- 
tiny, who go through grandiose 
motions doing ineffective work 
at a pretty high price . 
Why, then, is it tolerated? It 
should either be scrapped or re- 
formed, 


BEN-GURION would like it 
scrapped. But a) he has not 
worked out any plan how to scrap 
it; b) He has other things to 
worry about. The liquidation of 
the Jewish Agency involves aa 
intricate set of problems and is 
no easier to effect than its re- 
form. 

Goldmann has been trying to 
reform it, but Goldmann is a 
man who is better at clever ma- 
nipulator and at skillful nego- 
tiations than at constructive 
planning. His plans are nearly 
always too little and too late and 
teuch only the surface of things. 
There are many vested inter- 
ests in the present Agency set- 
up: At least 100 out of the 120 
members of the Knesset, rep- 
resent political parties which are 


also represented in the Jewish 
Agency. Parties which are in 
opposition in the Knesset, are 


part of the coalition in the Jewish 
Agency. There is no Opposition 
in the Agency — it is a coalition 
of all parties — and every party 
gets its share of jobs and fi- 
nancial allocations electorate or 
even much to public opinion. 
Israel produces in superabund- 
ance professional leaders and 
emissaries, full-time and part- 
time, and they cannot al] be 
placed in the government. So 
they are interested in having 
more bodies to employ them: 
they'll join the Agency, the world 
Jewish Congress, the World 
Union for Hebrew Language — 
anything. 

Israel parties, which are not in 
the government are especially 
anxious to maintain the Agency. 
This ts a way to gain influence 
through the back door. And so 
the Jewish Agency goes on and 
en and on.

Few Non-Jewish Mates 


Convert to J 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. (P-O) 
—One of the highest rates of 
intermarriage in the U. S., 18.4 
per cent, was reported for the 
1623-strong local Jewish com- 
munity. 

A STUDY of the Jewish pop- 
ulation showed that there were 
84 intermarriages out of a total 
of 376 married couples. 

The survey was conducted by 
a local committee, which includ- 
ed Rabbi Samuel Cooper, and 
provided some of the most de- 
tailed information on intermar- 
riage available up until now. 

OF THE 84 Jews who inter- 
married, 61 were males and 14 
females. Of the 84 non-Jewish 
mates, only 9 have converted to 
Judaism. 

Another interesting statistic is 
that 64 per cent (56 individuals) 
of those who intermarried held 
membership in either the Ortho- 
dox or the Reform congregation 
here. There is no loca] Conserva- 
tive congregation. 

ALTHOUGH only a sprinkling 
of the non-Jews who married 
Jews have converted to Judaism. 
43 of their children, out of a 
total of 100 children born to 
intermarried couples here, at- 
tend Jewish religious school. Of 
the other 57 children, some are 
under school age and the re- 
mainder do not attend a Jewish 
school. 

The survey carried the sta- 
tistics a step further to see what 
happens to children of intermar- 
ried couples when it comes time 
for them to choose a mate. Of 
the 84 couples, eight have chil- 
dren who have married. Six 
chose non-Jewish mates and two 
married Jews.

THE RATE of intermarriage 
throughout the U. S. is generally 
estimated at about 8 to 10 per 
cent, which makes the local rate 
twice the national average. In 
Washington, D. C. the rate is 
11.4 per cent. 

The survey also shows some 
alarming statistics in connection 
with the Jewish birth rate. It 
reveals that the Charleston Jew- 
ish population has a smaller per- 
centage of young people than 
either the rest of the U..S. Jewry 
or of U. S. Protestant or Cath- 
olics. The U. S. birth rate last 
year was 24.3 per cent as against 
only 13.6 per cent per 100 for 
the Jewish population here. 

THE SURVEY results were in- 
terpreted by the committee 
which made it to indicate that 
“evidence points to a gradual 
decline of Charleston’s Jewish 
population. 

The committee added that “in 
1964, Kanawha county’s (Charles- 
ton is the county seat) school 
population from age 6 to 14 will 
be 16 per cent more than it is 
today. If all Jewish children in 
Charleston of the same age 
bracket attend our religious 
schools, we will have fewer chil- 
dren in our religious schoo] in 
1964 than we have today in 1959.”

are concerned, Samuel Kling, 
Jewish Floridian columnist wrote. 

Women of all types 
young and old; attractive 
and homely; divorcees and wid- 
ows; rich and poor flock to 
Miami from all over the country 
with but one thought in mind— 
to snare a husband. 

Basically, the only thing these 
diverse women—many of them 
Jewish—have in common is a 
tragic sense of loneliness and a 
hopeless feeling that the world 
is passing them by, Kling wrote. 


The Jewish Floridian writer 
said these woinen jostling Miami 
Beach hotels compete in a frantic 
search to find a man. They are 
obsessed with the belief that only 


through marriage can their lives 
be made meaningful. Kling com- 
ments: “What arrant nonesense. 
As if marriage were some magic 
potion which would solve all 
their emotional ills and ail- 
ments.” 

At any rate most of the women 
will fail in their eager search for 
a husband in Miami. Kling, a 
noted marriage authority, lec- 
turer and author as well as a 
Jewish Floridian columnist says 
the odds are that not more than 
half of all divorced persons will 
find mates here. And a divorcee 
has a _ better chance than a 
widow. Miami Beach is a males’ 
paradise. There are ten women 
for every available unattached 
male. 

Kling said, “no marriage by 
itself is any solution to the deep 
emotional and spiritual problems 
that affect these olnely women.”

In- 
stead of forgetting their troubles 
by helping others, these women 
tend to become more and more 
self-centered and neurotic, candi 
dates for psychiatrists and trans 
quilizers. 

The Jewish Floridian columnist 
said there are many hospitals, 
social agencies, synagogues and 
temples which are in desperate 
need of volunteer workers and 
who would be delighted to utilize 
their talents. But these women 
avoid such constructive work ag 
if they contained an assortment 
of plagues.

MATTER OF SELF-RESPECT 


Whether you believe that U. S. Jewish groups—even 
after Israeli officials themselves have voiced opposition to 
a world-wide Jewish boycott against Renault—should boy- 
cott the French automobile manufacturer, there may be 
some good considerations which should lead you as a 
human being to act in this matter. 

This of course is not boycott. It is a matter of self- 
respect. The boycotters are the Renault people, who have 
yielded to Arab blackmail, and ended their assembly oper- 
ations in Israel. 

IN CONNECTION with the refusal of the British 
American Tobacco Co. to sell its products in Israel, the 
Jewish War Vets of America has conducted an energetic 
boycott campaign against the Brown and Williamson To- 
bacco Co., of Louisville, Ky., which is a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of the British company. 

But in connection with a worse offense—that of re- 
fusing to hire American Jews for work in its installations 
in Saudi Arabia, U. S. Jews haven’t made the slightest 
move against ARAMCO, which is made up of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co., of New Jersey, the Standard Oil Co., of Cali- 
fornia and the Socony Mobil Oil Co. 

IN ONE OTHER instance, that of Shell Oil Co.’s with- 
drawal from Israel, where it owned the Haifa refineries, 
there were incipient demands for a boycott, but these 
were silenced when the refineries were sold to British- 
Jewish interests. 

It is clear that ethically, the companies are wrong. 
All would concede that the Arab boycott of Israel cannot 
be condoned, but business is decided on the basis not of 
ethical precepts but of profits, and therefore a company’s 
first concern must be to protect its profit margin. 

We have an idea that in the long run, this question 
should be decided on the ethical basis—and that is that 
even business must be guided by ethical considerations, 
not alone those of the dollar, or as in the case of Renault, 
the French franc. 

AND WE HAVE an idea that the courageous thing 
to do as a Jew is to help the tiniest democracy in the 
world to gain economic self-sufficiency. This could be 
not a Jewish question, but more precisely an ethical one 
that is only Jewish because Israel happens to be settled 
principally by Jews. 

As for us, we feel that as a self-respecting citizen 
of a democracy we don’t care to add to the profits of 
any commercial company which has so little regard for 
decency and so much concern for profits that it would 
add to the woes of a struggling democracy. 


PROGRAM VINDICATED 


It is ironic that in his report to the national execu- 
tive board of the American Jewish Committee, John Slaw- 
son, executive vice-president, could detail progress in wip- 
ing out bias and prejudice only in those areas which the 
program of the American Jewish Congress spearheaded. 

FOR THOSE WHOSE memories go back only a decade 
or more, the battle in the Jewish community at that time 
was whether the Jewish group as Jews should take to 
the courts to fight for civil rights. 

That this approach to the fight against discrimination 
is today part of the accepted program of the entire U. S. 
‘ewish community and its agencies fighting bias, includ- 
iig the AJCommittee, is due to the pioneering efforts of 
the American Jewish Congress. 

DR. SLAWSON TOLD his executive body that bar- 
riers in fraternities have been dissolving at an accelerated 
pace during the past five years and that in housing there 
had been “a gradual decrease during the past decade in 
the number of exclusionary residential areas in most com- 
munities, in spite of the fact that there remain certain 
significant pockets of residential discrimination.” 

The victory which Mr. Slawson anticipated in frater- 
nity bias was brought about not through persuasion and 
iogic. The frats and sororities are not accepting other than 
white Protestants because they have decided on the basis 
on their Protestant religion that bigotry is unChristian, 
but because the school authorities have been forced to 
this conclusion, and are laying down the law. 

IN THE REALM of housing too, this has not been a 
victory exclusively for right against wrong, but one where 
the courts have ruled that denial of civil rights is an 
abrogation of the guarantees to all citizens under our con- 
stitution. 

Without, therefore, actually saying so, Dr. Slawson 
is conceding the Congress view that the way to fight bias 
is both through education and through the courts, with 
legislation as an important weapon in that educational 
process. 
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IT WAS OUR privilege to hear for a 
second time J. R. Sensibar, who is the man 
you know as the one who was responsible 
for the draining of the Huleh swamp in Israel. 


Several years ago, at an annual meet- 
ing of Ampal, we heard him explain in his 
professional and technical manner (he speaks 
in a way to you to try to make you under- 
stand, not to exhort you in an oration to do 
anything) why Israel needed a system of ap- 
prenticeship such as has been responsible for 
the high technical skills of American work- 
men. 


THIS SECOND talk we heard, was at a 
meeting to spread information about the 
Technion, the American Society of which Mr. 
Sensibar will head soon. Here was one of 
America’s leading engineers describing so 
that everyone understood perfectly what Israel 
needed to become self-sufficient. He gave 
credit to someone else for putting it in one 
sentence, but we'll give the credit to Sensi- 
bar for saying that Israel has to be able 
to take 10 cents worth of steel and make it 
into a dollar’s worth of watch spring. 


In other words, it is the skill of Israel 
workmen which must be raised to this high 
level, and this is because Israel has practic- 
ally no natural resources to speak of. 


WE'RE NOT INTERESTED in trying to 
report on Mr. Sensibar’s talk. We only want 
to pay tribute again. He’s refreshing because 
he isn’t interested in proving to you how 
charming he is, or how vast is his knowledge, 
or that he has accumulated great wealth. 

This makes him an oddball in Jewish life. 

He told a fascinating story of his first 
trip to Israel in 1951. Almost by accident on 
his first day there he ran in Gen. Dori, who 
is now head of the Technion, but who at that 
time had just retired as Israel’s chief of staff 
after successfully defeating the Arab armies 
in the War of Liberation. 


DORI WHO WAS an engineering grad- 
uate of a European university, recognized the 
name Sensibar (he built the outer drive in 
Chicago and also cleared the Panama Canal 
when it was threatened by earth slides). 

Their mutual background and the fame 
of each in his own field must have led to 
mutual admiration, for in a matter of hours 
Dori had arranged for Sensibar to inspect the 
peat deposits underlying the Huleh swamps. 


FOUR DAYS LATER, Sensibar reported

on the project which today is a reality—a 
done by Sensibar and his engineers—and Dorj 
had 23 other projects for Sensibar to inspect, 
in the remaining 8 days of his stay in Israel, 
This stay, incidentally,;: was part of a Eu- 
ropean tour arranged by his wife in order 
to get him out of the U. S. for a complete 
vacation. 

The stay in Israel extended to 40 days, 
but Sensibar, engineer that he is, had limit- 
ed Dori to only three other projects out of 
the 23. 


TODAY, SENSIBAR is a part of Israel 
history. He describes himself as a member of 


a Reform Jewish family connected for a half 
century with Tempie Sholom in Chicago, and 
not a fervent Zionist, if one at all. He tells 
many stories of non-Jews who have helped 
Israel, and explains their interest and hig 
on similar grounds—devotion to the welfare 
of their fellow man. He adds that as long 
as Israel holds out a welcoming hand to every 
Jew who wants to go there this is justifica- 
tion enough for his devotion. 


Sensibar is the more convincing because 
he doesn’t harangue and has no axe to grind, 
He is our type of speaker, whether as fund- 
raiser or rabbi, and he comes as a shot in 
the arm to anyone who is fed up with speeches 
at Jewish meetings.

I wish to take issue with you 
concerning “The Editor’s Chair” 
of Oct. 23, 1959 in which you 
say that Orthodoxy is fighting 
jts battle on the wrong fronts. 

When you say that “it is fignt- 
ing for separation of the sexes 
at services when it should be 
fighting for Orthodox insistence 
on the purity of family life,” do 
you mean that Orthodoxy ought 
to cease its battle for separate 
seating and give priority and 
preference to its fight for in- 
gistence on the latter? 

Secondly, I am not entirely 
clear as to what you mean by 
the “purity of family life.” Do 
you mean the mutual love and 
respect that should exist between 
husband and wife conveying it- 
self also to the children? If so, 
Orthodoxy has been consistently 
waging the battle and stressing 
the observance and practice of 
the Torah tenets which embraces 
and leads to a more pure fam- 
ily life. 

If you mean the laws of “Ta- 
haras Hamishpacha”, then you 
and I know that Orthodoxy is 
the leader in this area. It has al- 
ready built many modern ritual- 
ariums (mikvahs) throughout 
the land, and is still waging the 
battle for more. 

The second point that “it is 
fighting against recognition of 
Conservative and Reform as le- 
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gitimate heirs when it should ve 
fighting to make its own mode 
more livable etc.” is unfounded. 
The converse is true. Conserva- 
tive and Reform are fighting 
Orthodoxy to prove that they 
are legitimate heirs. 

Your third point that there is 
a danger of Orthodoxy losing the 
confidence of the people, and 
tha tthere is need of wise lead- 
ership lends itself to wide chal- 





lenge. On the contrary, Ortho- 
doxy is gaining the confidence 
of more and more people, and 
winning them over to its views. 

I ask for clarification and 
elabroation on your views, in 
light of what I have written 
above, an despecially on the first 
concerning “the purity of fam- 
ily life.”

1. I have heard responsible 
leaders of the Reform movement 
publicly urge its educators to 
give business to independent 
companies. We want to keep 
them in business because of the 
services they perform. 

2. It is natural for any organi- 
zation to recommend books pub- 
lished under its auspices, since 
they were written in order to 
meet a felt need. But it can be- 
assumed that each educator has 
enough background and training 
to look for those books which 
most specifically meet his needs 
in his specific congregation 
Speaking personally, our school 
uses publications from Ktav, 
Bloch, and Behrman House. 

3. Independent publishing 
houses have an advantage over 
the United Synagogues and 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations; they can sell publi- 
cations from all companies. In 
line with what was mentioned 
about patronizing independents, 
our school, along with many 
others, has ordered all of its 
supplies through one of the in-
